The assessments shall be collected at the same time and in the same manner as for the ad valorem property tax paid to 
the County of Los Angeles. These assessments shall provide for the same lien priority and penalties for delinquent 
payment as is provided for the ad valorem property tax . ** 


However, assessments may be billed directly by the City for any fiscal year of operation and then by the County for 
subsequent years. Any delinquent assessments owed for a year for which the City billed will be added to the County 
property tax roll for the following year. The “property owner means any person shown as the owner/taxpayer on the last 
equalized assessment roll or otherwise known to be the owner/taxpayer by the City. "
